In submitting our report of the school year of 18°6 it 1s 
with a certain degree of pleasure that we announce the re- 
sults. Five schools have been in session 24+ weeks, one 20.

Arithmetic has been the leading study 
and several of our pupils have attained more than ordinary 
eredit ; 


One bright little girl, BERTHA LADD, of Melvin Vil- 
lage, died of scarlet fever, bringing sadness to her associ- 
ates, and causing a vacation in al of the schools in the dis- 
trict, except at Tuftonboro Corner. No epidemic occured. 
yet it was thought best to use caution in the matter. 


We-hope to secure the services of several of our teachers 
to continue their work, and have reason to believe that our
